IT LS composed of college 
graduates who are profession¬ 
ally trained in home econ¬ 
omics. Home economists are 
employed in teaching,business, 
research health, and welfare, 
agricultural extension service, 
institutional administration.

Residents of Ellington Hall 
indicated the desire for a re¬ 
duction of ROTC requirements 
In light response to a VOLETTE 
questlonalre last week. 

OF 490 INFORMATION 
sheets distributed In each mail¬ 
box In the dorm, 161 were re¬ 
turned. Hie questlonalre in¬ 
cluded stx questions and room 
for personal comments (see 
reproduction on page seven). 

In answer to question one, 
123 of the sheets were marked 
by students In the basic course, 
eight by men enrolled in the 


advanced program, and 19 were 
either marked "not enrolled” 
or were blank on the first 
question. Hie other 11 sheets 
were either completely unfilled 
(4) or were not marked on the 
first two questions. 

ON QUESTION TWO, 90 Of 
the 123 basic sheets were mark¬ 
ed as having taken less than 3 
quarters of military science. 

As to the number of quart¬ 
ers that ROTC should be com¬ 
pulsory (question 3), 82 check¬ 
ed 0 quarters, 31 checked 3 
quarters, four checked 6quart-

ers, and single checks were 
given to 1 and 2 quarters. 
Three students filled in the 
“other” blank with “0 to 4 
full years,” “only those who 
want It,” and “4 years.” Only 
one of the 123 basic sheets left 
question three blank. 

CONCERNING QUESTION 
FOUR on the basic sheets, 20 
thought reducing or ending the 
requirements would reduce the 
program’s effectiveness, 34 
thought it would have no effect, 
and 60 Indicated that it would 
increase the program’s ef¬ 
fectiveness. Nine sheets left 
(he question blank. 

Question five surveyed plans 
for enrollment in the advanced 
course. Seventeen checked or 
wrote yes, 48 wrote no, 57 left 
the space blank, and one wrote 
maybe. 

THE GREATEST AMOUNT of 
agreement came on question 
Six. Nlnty-six marked “I would 
not enroll in the basic classes 
If ROTC were not required.” 
Twenty-three checked the

Mildred Payne

Both TFS 
and TPA are organizations for 
college teachers of language and 
literature. 
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Role Of Mandatory 
ROTC Needs Appraisal 

The two year requirement in military science Is a topic 
of great concern to the average male underclassman attend¬ 
ing UT>1. 

DESPITE A TREND on campuses across the nation towards 
the voluntary program, this school has maintained the 
same attitude on basic ROTC. The only change in policy has 
been for sophomores, who now can skip the second year, 
upon approval of their advisors, because of moral or simi¬ 
lar grounds. These students then take a 3-hour political 
science course for the same 2 hours of credit that other sopho¬ 
mores receive for MS n. 

Nationwide enrollment in the Reserve Officers Training 
Corps dropped by more than 25 per cent from the 1968 en¬ 
rollment, the Pentagon announced this week. Most of the drop 
came because 49 colleges and universities decided to offer 
the program on a voluntary, rather than compulsory, basis. 

THE PROBLEMS surrounding compulsory ROTC can be 
illustrated by recent occurrences at Murray State University 
in Kentucky. 

After requests by both students and faculty to consider end¬ 
ing the two year ROTC requirement, Murray State Presi¬ 
dent Sparks appointed an eight-member faculty committee 
to study the program. 

THE COMMITTEE and student government president Max 
Russell (an advanced cadet) both favored a change to the vol¬ 
untary program. 

In a December meeting, the Murray State Board of Regents 
compromised on the question, voting to continue compulsory 
ROTC for freshmen and to end requirements in physical ed¬ 
ucation. 

ALTHOUGH THIS DECISION was popular with the four 
regents who worked out the compromise, the PE depart¬ 
ment and the student body were left in the cold. 

As the information poll points out this week, mandatory 
military science is unpopular with most students. The Re¬ 
serve Officer’s Training Corps is designed as a source of 
commissioned officers for the Active and Reserve Forces, 
not a grab-all training program for every physically quali¬ 
fied male who picks up green cards in the New Gym. 

BEFORE THE UNIVERSITY continues to require a com¬ 
mitment to the school above and beyond normal academic 
needs, serious study must be given to this universal mili¬ 
tary training. If this apparent disenchantment with required 
ROTC is as strong as it appears to be, the students who are 
in the course, or were once enrolled, must make their feel¬ 
ings clear to the University. 

Administrators,Student Editors Disagree 


(ACP)—New York City—Col¬ 
lege administrators and student 
editors disagree about some of 
the basic functions of the col¬ 
lege newspaper. 

THIS IS ONE of the conclu¬ 
sions in an article, “AStranger 
in a Foreign Land; The Ad¬

Press,” which appears in a 
recent issue of the College 
Press Review.

ice six of 10 editors said they 
are obligated to perform. 

Too often, student newsmen 
asserted, the university places 
off-campus interests above 
those of the students. 

" TO M A NY of the student edi¬ 
tors,” Prof. Mencher wrote, 
"the chief administrator (pres¬ 
ident or chancellor) has neg¬ 
lected his duty to the most 
important group, students, in 
favor of attending to the out¬ 
siders.” 

As a mediator of the pres¬ 
sures generated by off-campus 
and campus groups, adminis¬ 
trators are inclined to hear the 
voice of the legislator, the 
alumnus, or the politician 
rather than the student. 

AS THE STUDENT press has 
widened its scope to include the 
community in which the col¬ 
lege is located, the state, na¬ 
tion and the world, the tensions 
increase. Parents complain 
about what they see in the 
student newspaper, as do others 
off the campus. The adminis¬ 
trator then seeks to keep the 
student journalist occupied with 
less explosive subjects. 

This is particularly true at 
the smaller colleges, where 
four of five administrators say 
the newspaper should print es¬ 
says, poetry, short stories and 
other forms of creative writ¬ 
ing. 

"SOME OBSERVERS,” Prof. 
Mencher writes, "might say 
that the reason this function 
ranks so highly with these 
schools is that the administra¬ 
tor regards essays on George 
Eliot and Henry James as one 
way to keep student reporters 
preoccupied, out of the presi¬ 
dent's anteroom and off the 
streets of the nearby town.” 

Even the large universities 
seek to control potentially em¬ 
barrassing news and comment. 
At the Universities of Florida 
and Colorado, classic cases 
of newspaper suppression oc¬ 
curred when presidents feared 
the student editors were damag¬ 
ing the university by criticiz¬ 
ing politicians. 

AT TEXAS A & M Univers¬ 
ity, the president ordered the 
head of the university’s public 
relations staff to serve as edi¬ 
tor, a step few, if any, presi¬ 
dents had taken. 

Students on the newspaper 
staff said this was indicative 
of the general conditions of 


freedom on the campus, and 
an Investigation by the Ameri¬ 
can Association of University 
Professors seems to verify the 
students' assertion. The inves¬ 
tigating committee found “an 
unhealthy climate of academic 
freedom and tenure,” and in 
April 1968, the AAUP formally 
censured Texas A & M. 

SOME EDITORS, a minority, 
contend that the administrator 
is the "natural enemy,” ac¬ 
cording to the article. They 
believe his function is to keep 
the University’s intellectual ac¬ 
tivities behind the ivy-covered 
walls as they may feed the anti- 
intellectuals off campus. 

As the student newspaper is 
the major conduit of bluntly- 
written book and art reviews, 
criticisms of U.S. foreign 
policy, and the like it is only 
natural that the administrator 
should seek to keep the paper 
under control. 

STUDENTS "try to make the 
administrator understand that 
when a legislator attacks an 
editorial urging the admission 
of Red China to the United Na¬ 
tions, he is not attacking a 21- 
year-old anonymity (the edi¬ 
tor), but the institution that suc¬ 
cors him and should conceive 
of itself as the proper arena 
for such ideas to be discussed 
openly,” Prof. Mencher wrote. 

Most student editors in the 
study felt that they could adjust 
to administrators, that there 
was no natural tension between 
the two. 

“THERE IS NO question some 
editors are spoiling for a bat¬ 
tle, and that they see every ad¬ 
ministrative act as repres¬ 
sive,” Prof. Mencher wrote. 
But he found that in 1969, "the 
inclination of university and 
college officials is to placate 
the opposition (to freedom of 
inquiry on the campus)by limit¬ 
ing the student press.” 

The article, by Professor 
Melvin Mencher of the Grad¬ 
uate School of Journalism at 
Columbia University, is based 
on data gathered in a study 
of the college press involving 
some 400 institutions. 

"Tension and misunder¬ 
standing abound on most cam¬ 
puses,” Prof. Mencher wrote. 
"Student journalists com¬ 
plained that administrators 
have no idea of what the news¬ 
paper staff is trying to do, and 
administrators respond that the 
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Petitions are now available 
for Student Government Of¬ 
ficer Elections which will be 
held in April. 

To qualify you must have 6 
quarters of work or 90 hours 
at UTM by Fall quarter.

Lighting System Changes Trend

Very soon the lighting sys¬ 
tem on campus will be takings 
totally different appearance, 
according to Dr. Jack G. Mays, 
Vice Chancellor for Develop¬ 
ment. 

THE NEW TREND is toward 
permanent underground-wired 
-lighting to replace the unat¬ 
tractive overhead wires that 
presently cover most of the 
campus. 

The permanent fixtures will 
be round aluminum stands 
supporting a newly developed 
synthetic plastic globe. This 
is the type of lights that have 
been placed around the library. 
The Fine Arts Building, when 
completed, will have these new 
lights as will all other new 
additions to the campus. 


THE AREAS of concentra¬ 
tion at present are the walks 
between the Administration and 
Humanities buildings as well 
as the Immediate surrounding 
areas. As time progresses and 
the budget expands, lighting of 
this nature will be added 
along walkways near the 
University Center, Clement 
Hall, Atrium Court, and the 
Y-dorms. 

A recreation area will soon 
be built between Ellington Hall 
and the new G-H dorm. Hope¬ 
fully this will be completed 
by the fall of this year and 
will Include croquet, badmit- 
ten, basketball, horse shoes, 
shuffleboard, and volleyball 
facilities. This recreation 
unit will have special lights 
suited to the particular need. 

THIS SUMMER the parking 
lot behind Austin Peay Hall 
will also be lighted. The bas¬ 
ketball courts presently be¬ 
tween Austin Peay and Mc¬ 
Cord are only temporary. As 
funds are made available, 
these courts will be replac¬ 
ed by permanent facilities 
with adequate lighting.

Dr. Baker said the survey 
on cheating Is a team effort 
by these committee mem¬ 
bers: Dr. Murlal Tomlinson, 
languages; Dr. Arlee, chemis¬ 
try; J. O. Jones, chemistry;

“WE HAVE alreadyaccom- 
pllshed a great deal In the 
questionnaire that has been 
sent out,” Dr. Baker said. 
“Regardless of whether It is 
returned or not, the survey 
served Its purpose because it 
has brought cheating to the 
attention of the people on cam¬ 
pus.” 

There will be about 3,800 
forms sent to students and 
200 to teachers. When the 
evaluation Is completed, Dr. 
Baker will make a report of 
approximately 100 pages which 
will be available to anyone.

“Whenever possible we ad¬ 
vise adaptive students to go in¬ 
to the regular program of phy¬ 
sical education,” said Miss 
Pugh, the adaptive p.e. teacher. 

ACTIVITIES INCLUDED in 
the adaptive curriculum are 
weight training, bowling, rlf- 
lery, billiards, table tennis, 
shuffleboartf, modifications of 
regular games, camping, and 
modified rhythm. 

Nona Holland, a freshman 
psychology major who Is mln- 
oring in English, Is a cere¬ 
bral palsy victim. Nona took 
swimming in the regular pro¬ 
gram this summer, weight 
training last quarter, and is 
now taking bowling. 

THE bowling class she par¬ 
ticipates in competes with oth¬ 
er teams during class sessions. 
Nona is an active member on 
one of these teams. 

“I have found Nona to be 
very cooperative, willing, and 
anxious to learn. Nona is eas- 
ier to work with than some stu¬ 


dents that are physically cap¬ 
able of doing the work,” com¬ 
mented Miss Pugh.

Dean Smith 
Reports Percentage 

Dean Horace B. Smith re¬ 
ported this week that 22.1% 
of the student body were doing 
unsatisfactory work at mid¬ 
term. 

This percentage was based 
on the letters sent to parents 
of students deficient in two or 
more subjects. Men contribut¬ 
ed a higher number than women 
to the unsatisfactory ranks with 
27.5% of their enrollment, Wo¬ 
men numbered 15.1% 

Last winter quarter at mid¬ 
term with 418 less than this 
quarter, 22,1% also were doing 
deficient work.
